BIG AIR RAID 
ON BERLIN HAD 
BEEN PLANNED 


Attack by Squadron of Super-Air-. 
planes Intended for Nov. 11th, 
Date Armistice Was Signed 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—Berlin was to 
have been bombed by a squadron of 
eight to twelve super-airplanes on the 


night of November 11, the date of the} 


signing of the armistice, according to 
a number of aviators who returned 
yesterday on the transport Lapland. 

Forty filers of the new and powerful 
force had been perparing for weeks 
at Ford Junction, Sussex, on the Eng- 
lish channel, to attack the German 
capital by means of airplanes which 
had never been used at the front. 
Eighteen of the aviators are home and 
the remainder are still in England. 
All of them had been trained in this 
country for the particular purpose of 
attacking German cities, before going 
abroad. Each man had received, it 
was said, 300 hours’ experience as 
night fliera at Ellington field in 
Texas. 

According to their story all plans 
had been made for dropping tons of 
T-N-T on Berlin, The distance from 
Ford Junction to the German capital is 
about 600 miles. Each super-Hand- 
ley-Page machine had 176 feet of 
wing spread and carried, besides five 
machine guns and a ton of explosives, 
a crew of five men, two pilots and two 
mechanics, who were also machine 
gunners,

Regarding private schools, the board 
decided that these may open on De-, 
cember 9, but only on the writier 
request of their heads to the heul'h 
officer, and pupils attending or pro- 
posing to aitend such sciiool shall 
satisfy the health officer that he or 
she has not been ill with the disease 
and has not been near infection. 

The question of the opening of Sun- 
day schools was aiso discussed and it 
was decided that these also should 
remain closed until January 2, in 
keeping with the public school, with, 
however, the privilege of holding 
Chrivimas tree entertainments, | 

The aance halls and cabarets were

ALLIES IN COMPLETE AGREEMENT 


Paris, ec. 6.—There is complete agreement between the Ailles on 
all questions, particularly that concerning the former German emperor, 
declared Premier Clemenceau on his return from London last night. 


FEMALE NOT NOMINATED 


London, Dec. 6.——(Reuter's)—Ex-Premier H. H. Asquith's feminine 
opponent, Mrs. Hope, was not placed {in nomination Wednesday. 
Mrs. Hope's papers were Informal and were rejected, Horatio Bottomley, 
editor of John Bull, who yesterday secured his discharge from bank- 
ruptey, was nominated. 


GERMAN DELEGATES AT THE HAGUE 


Copenhagen, Dec. 6.—A delegation from the Berlin soldiers’ and 
workmen's council has arrived at The Hague, a Berlin dispatch reports. 
The message !ndicates that {ts presence at the Netherlands’ capital has to 
do with negotiations concerning ex-Emperor William in progress at the 
German legation in The Hague, the nature of which is not stated. 


SHED AIRPLANES GRADUALLY 


London, Dec. 5.—There will be no formal surrender of German air- 
Dianes as was at one time expected, because it has been found impractic- 
able to assemble 2,000 airplanes at one place, and it is doubtful whether 
Germany has a sufficient number of reliable pilots for that purpose. 
Hence, the first surrender in history of an air fleet surrender {s being 
effected by piecemeal. The Germans are shedding their wings In the 
course of retreat and the advancing Allies are picking them up. 


KING ALBERT AND QUEEN IN PARIS 


Paris, Dec. 5.—King Albert and Queen Elizabeth of Belgium were 
given an enthusiastic welcome when they arrived in Paris today. The 
royal train, decorated with Belgian and Allied escutcheons and flags, 
reached the Boise de Boulogne about 2 o'clock this afternoon, The streets 
were crowded along the entire route. The weather was dull and grey, 
but there were no signs of rain,

DUKE OF GRAFTON DEAD 


London, Dec. 5.—The Duke of Grafton, head of the Fitzroy family 
and a retired general in the British army, is dead. He was 97 years old. 
Augustus Charles Lennox Fitzroy, seventh Duke of Grafton, was born tn 
1821, and entered the British army in 1887, becorming colonel of the Cold- 
stream Guards and retiring with the rank of general in 1881, 


TEN KILLED IN EARTHQUAKE 


Buenos Ayres, Dec, 5.—Latest reports from Northern Chili, where a 
severe earthquake occurred on Wednesday, are that ten persons are dead 
and 100 Injured seriously. The earth shock was felt most severely in the 
district between Taltal and Copiapo. Telegraphic communication with 
Chili is greatly delayed. 


BIG CUT IN EXPENDITURE

The civic elections have not re- 
, ceived as much attention at the 
i hands of the public as their im- 
} portance deserves. The  stupen- 
} dous fact of Allied victory, on the 
‘one hand, and the stress of epi- 
, demic ‘flv conditions on the other, 
i have tended to detract from pub- 

lie attention to civic affairs at 
; their annual crisis—that is , the 


‘ occasion of the election of a mayor; 


i and aldermen. One good result of 
4 the lesser interest seemed likely to 
; be that personalities would be left 
out of the contest. Onee a man is 
officially nominated for civie of- 
fice it is to be presumed that his 
policy in regard to civie affairs, 
rather than his personality, is the 
important question. It seems, how- 
ever, that one of the mayoral can- 
didates, duly nominated (J. A. 
Clarke), is not satisfied to let it 
go at that. He advertises what he 
wishes to be considered as a certi- 
ficate as to his character while a 
resident of the Yukon, given by F. 
T. Congdon ex-M. P.. or ha per: 
‘Tifory, now & resident © Q- 
eouver. Mr. Congdon’s expression 
of opinion regarding Mr. Clarke 
is summed up in his concluding 

phrase: 
“Joseph was hot and not perfect, 

but who of us is?” 


taken to get Mr. Congdon’s opin- 
ion, it does not appear to strength- 
en Mr, Clarke’s qualifications for 


ciable degree; unless the voters 
are very easily satisfied. 

Just what Mr. Congdon meant 
when he spoke of ‘‘Joseph’’ as 
‘hot and not perfect’’ no citizen 
of Edmonton need be in any doubt. 
There are plenty of residents of 
Edmonton who were residents of 
the Yukon at the time Mayoral 
Candidate Clarke favored that 
golden locality with his presence 
and activities, They all have lurid 
reminiscences of ** Joseph’s’’ 
‘‘heat’’ and ‘‘lack of perfection,’’ 
as per Mr. Congdon’s certificate. 

But citizens of Edmonton do not 
need to go to the Yukon for infor- 
mation as to Mayoral Candidate 
Clarke, his personality or his pub- 
lie activities. He has been a resi- 
dent of Edmonton for a term of 
years. He has been a frequently re. 
curring mayoral candidate during 
that time and has held the position 
and_ responsibilities of alderman 
of the city during two terms 
(1911-12 and 1914-15). He is, 
therefore, no stranger to the citi- 
zens either personally or in a pub- 
lie eapacity—and fortunately, as a 
matter of information, he is on 
record both personally and offi- 
cially. 

The citizens are interested in the 
men they elect to office, not for 
what they are but for what they 
may be expected to do with the 
affairs of the city, 

Mr. Clarke finds fault with a! 
number of things that have or 
have not been done, but he does 
not indicate what he wants or in 
tends to do if elected. The elect. | 
ors are therefore compelled to look 
up the official record of his public 
activities in the past as the only 
guide they have to what he is like- 
ly to do if the future of the city 
should fall into his hands as may- 
or. 

In the year 1914 Mr, Clarke was 
an alderman of the city. He was 
chairman of the health and safety 
committee, which controlled police 
affairs; he was, generally speak- 
ing, a member of the group of al- 
dermen who supported the adinin- 
istrative policy of the mayor, Mr, 
MeNamara. Therefore, if we want | 
to know what Mr. Clarke's poliey | 
for 1919 will be, we need only look 
to the records of 1914 to find the |

The fourth question submitted 
to Mr. Justice Seott for his inves- 
tigation read as follows: 


“To ascertain whether, since the 
first day of February, 1914, the 
growth and extent of crime and vice 
within the city has been such as to 
indicate a failure on the part of the 
civic authorities to enforce the law." 
The last paragraph of Mr. Jus- 

tice Seott’s report on this question 
| is as follows: 

“Alderman Clarke, the chairman 
of the committee on safety and 
health, which is the committee to 
which matters relating to the police 
department are referred, admits 
that he knew from the first of the 
adoption of the policy of toleration, 
and approved of it as the least un- 
satisfactory way of dealing with 
prostitution. He admits that he was 
consulted by a woman named Billle 
Morton with regard to a proposed 
lease of premises which he knew 
were intended by her to be used for 
that purpose; and arranged for bail 
for Nellie Roberts, another prosti- 
tute, upon her arrest. Mrs. Bell 
gave evidence that when Chief Con- 
stable Lancey heard from her 
Alderman Clarke's connection with

fused to make any further objection 

to its completion, and decided, in the 

words of the witness, ‘to keep his 

nose out of it.’ Chief Constable 

Lancey denies that he had any such 

| conversation with Mrs. Bell, but I 
think that Chief Lancey was not un- 
naturally disinclined to interfere 
where he thought Alderman Clarke 
was interested. Billie Morton's 
premises were apparently left undis- 
turbed for several weeks, 
standing Chief Constable Lancey’s

In the same section of his report 
Mr. Justice Seott quotes from a 
letter of Safety and Health Com- 
missioner Booth (the executive of 
the safety and health committee 
of the council, of which Alderman 
Clarke was chairman), to then 
Chief of Police Lancey, dated May 
20th, nearly five months after the 
McNamara administration had ta- 
ken over control of the city, and 
| during which Alderman Clarke’s

sioner Booth’s letter was not a 
change of heart on the part of the 
safety and health commissioner or 
council committee, but the immi- 
nence of the judicial investigation 
which was opened by Mr. Justice 
Scott on June 12th, 

Further light on the condition 
of Edmonton under the MeNa- 
mara-Clarke administration of 
1914 can be had from the records 
of the Supreme Court of Canada. 
A member of the council of that 
year attacked The Bulletin by 
way of a libel suit because of com- 
ment made in its columns, The 
case reached the Supreme Court 
of Canada.

The following from the 
judgment of Mr, Justice Duff is a 
statement of the conclusions reach- 
ed by him from his hearing of the 
facts of the case: 


“Having regard to the facts, which 
Were notorious, and in the light of 
which the public would read the ar- 
ticles, the learned trial judge might, 
I think, reasonably hold the expres- 
sions which the Court of Appeal held 
to be actionable, to be a not un- 
reasonable comment upon the con- 
duct of the group of municipal poli- 
ticians controlling in part, at least, 
through the plaintiff's assistance, 
the municipal administrative ma- 
chinery which was notoriously ex- 
erting its authority and influence in 
ways tending to destroy respect for 
the law and to progagate public im- 
morality, 

‘The conduct of this group, when 
considered a whole, as exhibited 
in the evidence, gave too much 
ground to suspect some of its mem- 
bers of designs in relation to the 
municipal finances."
